Better Heol th Urged 
For Army Recruits 


Recruitment and deplo y ment o f American 
citizens into the armed fo rces has no t presented 
any new pro blems to the Defense Department, 
despite the impressio ns that may hav e been 
created by mag nificatio n o f a few co mplaints 
by reserv ists called fo r stateside activ e duty 
during the Berlin flareup. 
Americans naturally resent military serv i­ 
tude (this co untry co uld no t hav e ex isted this 
lo ng o n the fo undatio ns o f freedo m if it were 
o therwise), but the GI and his ancient and mo d­ 
ern co unterparts hav e g iv en faithfully o f their 
talents and liv es when co nfro nted by the reality 
o f battle. 
What is disappo inting in recruitment is the 
hig h number o f rejectio ns fo r military serv ice 
because o f a rising tide o f unfitness o f Ameri­ 
can y o uth. Whatev er the reaso ns—and they are 
many —the 
percentag e o f y o uths called 
fo r 
serv ice and rejected since Wo rld War II has 
risen steadily . To day , fo r ev ery man taken into 
the military serv ices, ano ther is rejected be­ 
cause o f mental o r phy sical defects. 
A 50 per cent rejectio n rate fo r phy sical 
and mental tests which are really no mo re than 
minimal to g o o d health is a po o r co mmentary 
o n the reg ard fo r health by a peo ple with the 
hig hest plane o f civ ilizatio n. 
What steps can be taken to impro v e the 
natio n’s health, and particularly that o f its 
y o uth who seem peculiarly afflicted with dis­ 
abilities related to a lack o f manual labo r in 
hig h liv ing standards? The Public Health Serv ­ 
ice, in co njunctio n with Selectiv e Serv ice and 
the Defense Department, has anno unced o ne 
attempt at remedial actio n. 
Recruitment ex amining statio n perso nnel 
will beg in adv ising tho se who fail phy sical tests 
to see their family do cto rs, with public health 
facilities reco mmended as an alternativ e. The 
purpo se is no t necessarily to make so me o f the 
rejectees av ailable to the military at so me fu­ 
ture date, but to impro v e the g eneral co nditio n 
o f American health.

whether Churchill was not governing this country.

“ If the Govemment persists in ft« present 
rourse we shall this year enter the Common 
Mark et. WTiat does this mean? It means ttie end 
of Empire, the end of the British Commonwealth. 
We shall cease to be an Independent country. We 
shall become members of a European federation. 
Our live*, our Jobs, our security will depend on 
decisions tak en by others. No doubt we shall pros­ 
per. But no longer according to our own will.’* 


Tt is unfortunate that many Britishers do not rcal- 
be that the British Empire began to disappear in 
World War I and that the British people willingly gave 
up their Empire because it was too expensive to main­ 
tain it, too risk y to continue to mak e war to prevent 
K from falling apart. ALso. the writer of the “Sunday 
Express” article fwgets that the British can no longer 
depend upon Asians and .Africans to do their fighting, 
that they would have to depend upon the United 
Stales, Canada, Australia, and New Zealand.

“From the moment Winstcm (Ihurchill came to 
power in 1940 he saw in alliance with .America the k ey 
first to survival and then to victory. Tbou^ he stood 
up for his own views, in tl» last resort be always con­ 
formed to American wishes.” 
The historic fact is that when the United States 
entered upon World War II. the British Empire was 
smashed. It was the .American factory, the Americ^ 
mine and mill. American dollars which finally did 
Hitler in. Some Britishers complain that we came in 
too late: neveiiheless we rescued Britain. 
There are many in this country- w-ho shiver too, 
but not too many and actually they do not count. When 
Khrushchev banged his shoe on the United Natiwis 
desk , we did not ^iver; we laughed, we were not 
frightwied.

It is important at this stage that the United ^ t e s 
*nd (jreat Britain and all the Western W'orld unite to 
stand together in the face of wdiat is happening to 
mank ind. Those who believe that the United States can­ 
not afford to abandon Western Europe are mistak en; 
the United States, at this stage in history, can afford 
to adopt a position that will give it greater strength 
by any nwans possible. This is not a selfish policy; it is 
a conception of the Western World as a unit, to be held 
together because the preservation of (xir civilization 
depends upon that. 


The peril to Great Britain Is that Americans will 
tak e seriously the sour notes of British writers who do 
not understand the middle of the Twentieth Century. 
They do not reallxe that the era from Ellxabeth I to 
Elizabeth II has run its course and that the Earth has 
turned on Its axis so that the center of power has

shifted from the North Atlantic to the South Pacific

While the British Empire was being built by brave 
men, it was also being destroyed by the course 
events against which no man can stand. When 
United States was formed in 1776, the British Empire 
began to collapse.

British out of the Ccmcessions in China in 1926-7, it was 
obvious that Britain’s days in Asia were counted.

“dean” of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives is an “admiral” who 
has never been to sea. WTien 
Congress reconvenes today. 78- 
year-old Rep. Carl Vinson of

lower 
chamber. 
Vins(m entered the House m 
1914, just 48 years ago. Until bis 
death in November, only Sam 
Rayburn had served in the House 
longer. 
Not only is Vinson the House 
member with the longest service, 
he has also served longer in Con­ 
gress than any senator wito the 
lone exception of Sen. Carl Hay­ 
den, of Arizwia. 
Vinsai is k nown as the “ad­ 
miral” because of his long ser­ 
vice on the (rid Hixise Naval Af­ 
fairs Committee. He served on 
the conunittee beginning 30 years 
ago, rising in rank until he be­ 
came its chairman. When the 


naval committee was 
merged 
with the Military Affairs Com­ 
mittee. Vinson became chairman 
of 
the 
combined 
group, 
now 
k nown as the Armed Services 
Committee. 
While Vinson 
broadened 
his 
vision and k nowledge to include 
the Army and Air Force, he has 
remained partial to the Navy. In 
fact, the Georgia Democrat has 
built a successful political career 
on sea power. And he’s a formid­ 
able expert on ti. 
As the new dean of the House, 
Vinson will command more re­ 
spect, if that is possible f<M* a 
member who already is held in 
highest esteem by his colleagues 
and the members of the execu­ 
tive branch <rf government with 
whom he deals.

IThe cost per plane as built 
by Kaiser was to be $688,365, as 
compared with $%0,000 per plane 
as buik by Fairchild in Hagers­ 
town, Md. The Air Force, under 
McCone, however, took part of 
the contract away from Fairc+iild, 
despite the higher cost. McCone, 
trying to explain this to Sen. 
Bridges, alibied that the Defense 
Department wanted to develop 
secondary suppliers. He had to 
admit under cross-examination, 
however, that Secretary of De­ 
fense Marshall had is^ied the di­ 
rective on “second supiriiers” only 
after the Kaiser contract had been 
negotiated.

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Better Health Urged 
For Army Recruits 


Recruitment and deployment of American 
citizens into the armed forces has not presented 
any new problems to the Defense Department, 
despite the impressions that may have been 
created by magnification of a few complaints 
by reservists called for stateside active duty 
during the Berlin flareup 
Americans naturally resent military servi­ 
tude (this country could not have existed this 
long on the foundations of freedom if it were 
otherwise), but the GI and his ancient and mod­ 
ern counterparts have given faithfully of their 
talents and lives when confronted by the reality 
of battle. 
What is disappointing in recruitment is the 
high number of rejections for military service 
because of a rising tide of unfitness of Ameri­ 
can youth. Whatever the reasons— and they are 
many— the 
percentage of 
youths called 
for 
service and rejected since World War II has 
risen steadily. Today, for every man taken into 
the military services, another is rejected be­ 
cause of mental or physical defects. 
A 50 per cent rejection rate for physical 
and mental tests which are really no more than 
minimal to good health is a poor commentary 
on the regard for health by a people with the 
highest plane of civilization. 
What steps can be taken to improve the 
nation’s health, and particularly that of its 
youth who seem peculiarly afflicted with dis­ 
abilities related to a lack of manual labor in 
high living standards*’ The Public Health Serv­ 
ice, in conjunction with Selective Service and 
the Defense Department, has announced one 
attempt at remedial action. 
Recruitment examining station personnel 
will begin advising those who fail physical tests 
to see their fam ily doctors, with public health 
facilities recommended as an alternative. The 
purpose is not necessarily to make some of the 
rejectees available to the military at some fu­ 
ture date, but to improve the general condition 
of American health.

It means the end 
of Empire, the end of the British Commonwealth. 
H r shall cease to he an independent country. We 
shall become members of a European federation. 
Our lives, our jobs, our security will depend on 
decisions taken by others. No doubt we shall pros­ 
per. But no longer according to our own will.” 


It is unfortunate that many Britishers do not real­ 
tor that the British Empire liegan to disappear in 
World War I and that the British people willingly gave 
up their Empire because it was too expensive to main­ 
tain it, too risky to continue to make war to prevent 
K from falling apart. Also. the writer of the “Sunday 
Express" article forgets that the British can no longer 
depend upon Asians and Africans to do their fighting, 
that they would have to depend upon the Inited 
States. Canada. Australia, and New Zealand 
The 
Brit ish 
Government 
is 
wiser 
than 
this 
chauvinistic newspaper, which says: 
“From the moment Winston Churchill came to 
power in 1940 he saw in alliance with America the key 
first to survival and then to victory. Though he stood 
up for his own views, in the last resort he always con­ 
formed to American wishes " 
The historic fact is that when the United States 
entered upon World War II. the British Empire was 
smashed. It was the American factory, the American 
mine and mill. American dollars which finally did 
Hitler in. Some Britishers complain that we came in 
too late; nevertheless we rescued Britain. 
There are many in this country' who shiver too, 
but not too many and actually they do not count. When 
Khrushchev banged his shoe on the United Nations 
desk, we did not shiver; we laughed, we were not 
frightened. 
It is important at this stage that the United States 
and Great Britain and all the Western World unite to 
stand together in the face of what is happening to 
mankind. Those who believe that the United States can­ 
not afford to abandon Western Europe are mistaken: 
the United States, at this stage in history, can afford 
to adopt a position that will give it greater strength 
by any means possible This is not a selfish policy: it is 
a conception of the Western World as a unit, to be held 
together because the preservation of our civilization 
depends upon that. 


The peril to Great Britain is that Americans will 
take seriously the sour notes of British writers who do 
not understand the middle of the Twentieth Century. 
They do not realize that the era from Elizabeth I to 
Elizabeth II has run its course and that the Earth has 
turned on its axis so that the center of power has 
shifted from the North Atlantic to the South Pacific 
and the Indian Ocean. 


White the British Empire was being built by brave 
men, it was also being destroyed by the course of 
events against which no man can stand. When the 
United States was formed in 1776. the British Empire 
began to collapse. When the Kuomintang shoved ’he 
British out of the Concessions in China in 1926-7, it was 
obvious that Britain's days in Asia were counted. 
The writer in the "Sunday Express" says: 
“A truly independent Great Britain could again 
speak at Washington with firm, decisive voice. The 
more we take our own line the more anxious the 
Americans will be to co-operate with us." 
The writer errs. The United States can get along 
without Great Britain but prefers not to. It is possible 
that we may still have to fight one more war to pre­ 
serve ourselves Whichever way we or the British go, 
it looks as though we shall have to go together.

is how Kaiser manages to continue 
to suck defense dollars while our 
boys in Korea die for lack of 
planes." 
McCone denied the statement. 
However, he did not deny that the 
Bechtel family owned 4,200 shares 
of Kaiser-Frazer common stock. 
He also had a hard time putting 
a good light on the highly unusual 
chain of facts which Sen. Bridges 
placed before the Senate Armed 
Services Subcommittee as to how 
Kaiser got the flying boxcar con­ 
tract. 


At that time, 1950, Henry J. 
Kaiser’s attempt to rival other 
auto 
manufacturers 
with

“Henry J" small-sized car and 
other Kaiser-Frazer makes had 
been a flop. He had a heavy over­ 
head, a factory at Willow' Run, 
Mich., which was closing down, 
and a large supply of machinery 
on hand. He had to get off the 
hook. 


According to the testimony un­ 
earthed by Sen. Bridges, Kaiser’s 
close associate with whom he had 
been engaged in west coast ship­ 
building. John A. McCone, got him 
off the hook McCone produced a 
quickie contract to manufacture 
the C-119 or flying boxcar. 
The contract aws consummated 
in the record time of ten days. 
The deal was even sewed up four 
days before Kaiser submitted its 
estimate as to what the flying 
boxcars would cost. 


The cost per plane as built 
by Kaiser was to be *688.365, as 
compared with $260,000 per plane 
as built by Fairchild in Hagers­ 
town, Md. The Air Force, under 
McCone, however, took part of 
the contract away from Fairchild, 
despite the higher cost. McCone, 
trying to explain this 
to 
Sen. 
Bridges, alibied that the Defense 
Department wanted to develop 
secondary suppliers. He had to 
admit 
under cross-examination, 
however, that Secretary of De­ 
fense Marshall had issued the di­ 
rective on “second suppliers" only 
after the Kaiser contract had been 
negotiated. 


In the end Kaiser charged the 
Air Force not $688,365 as estimat­ 
ed. but $1,339,140 per boxcar. It 
even charged up to the Air Force 
$78,000 for liquor, food, and the 
cost of a dedication party for its 
first C-119 — though this wa* 


caught and 
disallowed 
by Air 
Force auditors. 
Faster Than Fast 
The amazing, high-speed nego­ 
tiations began on Dec. 5, 1950, 
when Kaiser, hard-pressed from 
his unsuccessful auto venture, ap­ 
plied to the Reconstniction Fi­ 
nance Corporation for a $25,000,000 
loan. He was told he could get it 
if he had a government contract. 
Later that same day, thanks to 
his old shipbuilding partnership, 
he had lunch with McCone, then 
Under Secretary of the Air Force 
in charge of procurement. Son Ed­ 
gar Kaiser was also present, to­ 
gether with Lt. Gen. K. B. Wolfe, 
deputy chief of staff for materiel. 
At this luncheon, Senate hearings 
showed that the plan to build C- 
119s in the Kaiser Willow Run 
Plant was discussed. 
On Dec. 6, one day later, the 
Kaisers appeared at the Fairchild 
Plant in Hagerstown and demand­ 
ed engineering data un the C-119 
which Fairchild 
had 
developed 
and was then producing. Under 
an Air Force contract Fairchild 
was required to give the data to 
a competitor. 
Nine days later. Dec. 15, the 
decision was reached to award 
the flying 
boxcar 
contract 
to 
Kaiser. No facilities or cost stud­ 
ies had been made, and the Air 
Force had no idea what Kaiser 
was going to charge Uncle Sam 
for being bailed out at Willow 
Run. 
All this caused Sen. Bridges to 
ask McCone: 
“If the Air 
Force’s 
records 
should indicate that the decision 
to award the contract for the 
C-119 to Kaiser-Frazer was reach­ 
ed on Dec. 15 and that the propos­ 
als were 
delivered 
by Kaiser-

That picture is conjured up from 
the battle on sea and land in November 1861 
a t Port Royal, S. C., where Union forces 
captured Forts W alker and Beauregard and 
secured a base midway between Charleston 
and Savannah blockade operations. 
As told here earlier, one of the*first steps 
of Stephen Mallory after he became Confed­ 
erate Secretary of Navy early in 1861, was 
to institute a C.S.A. Marine Corps. While 
only about a fifth of the U. S. Navy’s regu­ 
lar officers went over to the Rebels, half of 
the U. S. Marine Corps officer personnel did 
so. Lloyd J. Beau was made their com­ 
mandant under the Stars and Bars flag. 
Seemingly, Commodore J os is h Tattnall had 


some of the Confederate Marines aboard the 
Confederate flotilla with which he tried to 
fight off the strong U . S. Navy force that 
attacked the Port Royal fortifications in 
preparation for the landing of troops. U. S. 
Marines were in Union Commodore Samuel 
F. Dupont's squadron in the operation. 
A larger body of Marines, under Brig. Gen. 
Alfred EUlet, was wnth Commodore David D. 
Porter’s Mississippi fleet which cut the Con­ 
federacy in two. 
The names of all who served as "Leather­ 
necks” for the Union in the Secession War 
are known: the complete muster rolls of the 
corps since 1798 are in files at the Marme 
Corps headquarters, Washington, D. C.
